Prison Statistics. 


The annual report of the Department 
of Justice contains some interesting 
figures compiled by G. W. Dawson, 
inspector, of penitentiaries as to the 
penitentiary population of ‘the Dom- 
inion. There waa- during the. fiscal 
year 1908 09, a decided_increase in the 
number of convicts from urban cen- 
tres, due no doubt to financial de- 
pression and lack of employment, but 
for the country districts, the statis- 
tics as to criminality do not show 
much change. The average daily 
population of the penitentiaries was 
1,625, as compared with 1,418 for the 
previous year. 

The inspector, in commenting upon 
the fact that, by the fixed sentences 
system, scores of dangerous criminals 
ere set free to again mingle with so- 
ciety, says: “From our experiences 
in the administration of penal insti- 
tutions, we are convinced that society 
would be more adequately protected 
by the application of indefinite sen- 
tenees to habitual offenders.”

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VIOLENT DEATHS, 


Startling Statement of Lives Lost An- 
nually in This Country. 

As many persons are killed every 
twelve months in these days of peace 
in the United States as were killed or 
died of wounds on both sides during 
the four years of the civil war, accord- 
ing to Josiah Strong, the sociologist, 
who writes on the “Perils of Peace” in 
the Homiletic Review. 

There were 107,680 accidental and 
violent deaths in the United States in 
1907, an increase of 50,000 in seven 
years. The population during that time 
increased 12 per cent and the violent 
deaths 87 per cent. Gettysburg was 
one of the bloodiest battles of the civil 
war, but the death roll by violence and 
accident every year now equals the 
death roll of nineteen such battles as 
Gettysburg. 

In the Spanish-American war and 
the Philippine rebellion there have 
been 6,000 casualties. Only a few of 
these were deaths. These are the only 
wars the United States has had in 
twelve years, and in half of that time 
555,414 persons have been killed in 
pursuits of peace. 

These deaths are the price of our 
attempts to harness and use the pow- 
ers of nature without thoroughly un- 
derstanding them and guarding against 
their dangers. 

Most of the deaths are avoidable. 
Proper care in using the mighty pow- 
ers of nature would save thousands of 
lives. Failure to use such care is dne 
to sleeping public sentiment. If the 
100,000 deaths spread over a whole 
year could be crowded into a single 
day in a single city the world would 
be aroused. Millions of money and the 
best minds in the country would be 
devoted to preventing the carnage. 

But such concentration cannot be, 
and pending the awakening of public 
sentiment by a milder means the thou- 
sands go on to death. Their lives are 
absolutely wasted. The victims of 
war leave heroic records. They die 
for a cause and give their lives as a 
sacrifice for country. Their example 
survives to inspire coming generations. 

Not so with those who die violently 
in peace. Rarely do they go as heroes. 
They do not suffer for a cause. They 
are merely crushed by a juggernaut, 
sacrificed to the onrusb ef modern*civ- 
flization.

The empress was almost as famous 
for her tea as for her iron grip on the 
government. All guests at court were 
permitted to drink of the old woman’s 
favorite brew, and tea experts tried to 
match the blend after they had failed 
to worm the secret-from servants in 
attendance on the empress. Every at- 
tempt, however, to produce as delli- 
cious a cup of tea failed, and it was 
not until after the empress’ death that 
the secret leaked out. Now it is known 
the empress gave the remarkable deli- 
cacy to her tea by mixing with it 
dried honeysuckle and jasmine blooms. 
The tea itself was from the first pick- 
ings of the imperial! plantations and 
was the finest.’ grown—New York 
Press.

Iron Shavings For Paving. 


A recent French invention in pav- 
ing consists of embedding in concrete 
fine iron shavings, or iron excelsior. 
The metallic shavings ordinarily 
come in sheets or masses, which ean | 
be broken apart with difficulty owing | 
to the intertwining of the filaments 
and which are sometimes elastic. In 
constructing paving blocks, a mold is 
filled with these. iron shavings. and 
the interstices filled with cement 
sufficiently fine to penetrate the en- 
tire mass. The blocks thus formed 
are said to possess great strength and 
resistance to abrasion and also (what 
seems less credible) elasticity under 
blows or jarring. 

According to Cement Age, tests 
made of such blocks are said to have 
shown a resistance to compression of 
about 150,000 pounds to the square 
inch and in tensile strength four 
times that of neat cement. One ad- 
vantage claimed for this paving is 
that joints may be almost eliminated, 
thus doing away with the points 
where greatest destruction generally 
occurs. Nothing is said of the oninion 
which would probably be entertained 
of this pavement by a contractor who 
might be required to cut a trench 
through it. The *ost of construction 
is said to be the sanie as that of ordin- 
al cadam, but this would depend 
largely upon the cost of iron shav- 
ings,
